They were taken 
from the various Stalwart journals of the coun- 
try, and consisted of attacks on President Gar- 
field and arguments toshow that he was destroy- 
ing the Republican party. Col. Corknili has now 
furnished a collection of these extracts, but 
Guiteau declares that only about one-third ef 
the extracts have been furnished by Col. Cork- 
hill, and that those withheld are from the bit- 
terest Stalwart organs. Gypiteau says he can re- 
call all that have been suppressed, and that, 
when be is examined as a witness, he will namo 
them all to Mr. Scoviile, and they can then 
readily te obtained from the files. 

A SENSIBLE PROPOSITION. 

The counsel for the Government will ask the 
Judge to charge the jury, among other things, 
that the law as to the defense of insanity on 
criminal trials is as follows: ‘When the pris- 
oner, at the time of committing the offense, is 
in such state of mind asto know that the act is 
uniawful and morally wrong, he is responsible. 
The law does not recognize a form of insanity 
iff which the capacity of distinguishing right 
from wrong exists, without the power of chous- 
ing between them. That species of phrensy 
which is induced by passion, unless settled down 
into a state of total derangement, will not ex- 
cuse the commission Of crime. To acquit on 
the ground of insanity it is not enough that 
there be a doubt as tothe prisoner's sanity. His 
insanity must be affirmatively established. To 
establish the defense of insanity, it must be 
shown that the prisoner atthe time of commit- 
ting the crime was 80 far deprived of reason as 
to destroy the consciousness of the distinction 
between right and wrong in reference to the act

THE FARMERS. 


A PROPOSITION TO CREATE A NEW EXECT- 
TIVE DEPARTMENT AND A SECRETARY OF 
AGRICULTURE. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 22.—The National Grange, 
whieh has been in session in Washington, ap- 
pointed a committee to walt upon George B. 
Loring. the Commissioner of Agriculture, with 
the purpose of making an effort to lift the De- 
partment of Agriculture into the position of an 
executive department of the Government, the 
head of the department to bea member of the 
Cabinet. Mr. Benjamia Le Fevre, member of 
the House of Representatives from the Fifth 
Obio District, will introduce a bill to this effect 
upon the assembling of Congress. It will be 
urged on behalf of this proposition that about 
one-half of the people of the country are en- 
gaged in agriculture, and that this commanding 
industry has never received proper attention 
at the hands of law-making power. The 
farmer does not visit the National Capital 
as a lobbyist or knock at the doors of 
Congress u supplicant for special favors, 
In all the history of the country, thougt 
this is a nation of farmers, the farmer is almost 
the only man who has not been at the gates of 
Government asking for assistance. the 
proposition there shall be at the seat of 
Government an executive department to be 
known as the Department of Agriculture and a 
Secretary of Agriculture, who shalt be the bead 
thereof, and a Cabinet officer of the Govern- 
ment, wili not be unresisted. These executive 
departments of the Government are 

ALL UNKNOWN TO TUE CONSTITUTION. 

They are all the creatures of the statutes. At 

the formation of the Government Cougress cre- 

ated four of these departments oniy—the De 
artment of Stute, the Department of War, the 

Jepurtment of the Treasury, and the Depart- 

ment of Justice. These four departments were 

created in 1788, and these four Cabinet positions 
date from statutes of that year. The next ex- 
ecutive department to be created was that of 
the Post⸗Olhce, in 174. In 1798 the Navy De- 
partment was created, and not until 1849 was 
the Interior Department made an execu- 
tive department of the Government to be 
headed by a Cabinet officer, It is iilus- 
trative of the growth Of the country that 
the latest of these departments to be created 
has gradually become the most important save 
one in the Government in the extent and char 
acter of its jurmsdiction. 

TIE SECRETARY OF TITE INTERION 

is charged with the supervision of all public 

business relating to the census, the 

lunds, mines, the Indians, pensions and 

lands, patents, the custedy and distribution of 

publications, education, and some hospitals and 

asylums. This is an enormous nold. Since 1873 

the Secretary of the Interior has also exercised 

all the powers and performed all the duties in

mating the advance of the Church of Christ we 
were not only simply to ask bow much the en- 
rollment-books had been swelled, but we should 
consider aiso the outside elements which were 
entering iuto it and its welfare in general. With- 
in the last one huadred years the baser charuc- 
teristics of bumanity had been in a measure 
driven to the lower classes. Preachers did not 
now expect to be offered ardent spirits when 
upon pastoral visite, and the Church in fact was 
getting purged of the alcohol in its veins. It 
was a notable fact that the church membership 
was increasing tbree times as fast as the popu- 
tion, and ia 1870 there was one ev tical 
preacher to every 700 people. A wonderful year 
was in fact drawing to a close, and the 
first ground for hepe and thaoksgiving 
was that the foundations of the Church had been 
strengtheaed. The Courch had been assaiied 
first from France and then from Germany, but 
the attacks had been resolutely met, and re- 
suit was a widening of Biblical scholarship. 
Even Mr. Frothingham had begun to doubt his 
denials and to say that in Europe and America 
the Church was stronger today than twenty 
ears ago. There was springing up a fast-grow- 
ing unity among Christian denominations, and 
the barriers between sects were being swept 
away.

Baliroeds in Delaware. 
Special Digpateh co The Chicago Tribune. 

WILMINGTON, Del., Nov. 23.—The [railroad 
building mania, that bas been extending over the 
entire country for some time past, has reached 
the Diamond State, which is pretty well grid- 
ironed with railroad lines now. Besides the 
several new lines partially surveyed and iu vari- 
ous stages of construction under control of the 
Baltimore & Ohio and Pennsyivania Railroad 
Companies, still another road is projected. 
Prominent capitalists and other parties inter- 
ested in the building of a branch line through 
the eastera sbore of Virginia,eo as to have an 
air line from New York and Philadeiphia via 
the Delaware Railroad, which runs the entire 
southern length of Delaware from Wilmington 
to Cristield, Md., are now inspecting what will 
probably be the route of the new railroad. In 
1856 a survey was made from Newtown, Md., to 
Cherrystone, Va., fora railroad, when it was 
supposed that the Delaware Hallroad would be 
extended to Newtown, but for some unex- 
plained reason that enterprise was abandoned, 
and the rad was run to Crisiieki, Md. 
Subsequently the Eastern Shore Hailroad, which 
connects with the Delaware Railroad at Delmar 
—an abbreviation of the name of the States of 
Delaware and Maryland—en the State line, was 
built to Newtown, in Somerset County, Md. 

It is now designed to coustruct the road on the 
line of the old surveys, from Newtown through 
the counties of A use and Northampton, on 
the eastern shore of Virginia, to Cherrystone, 
un the Chesapeake Bay, a distance of seventy- 
two miles. From this point to Ocean View, Va., 
the distance across the Chesapeake Bay is but 
tweive miles, and from Ocean View to Norfolk, 
a distance of nine miles, a road lready been 
constructed. A portion of the posed route 
has been graded, and if the parties wbo are now 
inspecting the contemplated route approve ot 
the report of the engineer who accompanies 
them it is thought. the werk of canstructing the 
road would be immediately commenced. This 
route would give an air line to Norfolk, and 
shorten the distance from Philadelphia to that 
city very materially, besides obviating an all- 
night steamboat ride down the bay from Balti- 
more by the old and very popular bay line. 


Raliroad Building in Nebrasks, 
Special Correspondence of The Chicago Tribune, 
Lixcolx. Neb., Nov. 22.—The weather for the 
past four weeks has been splendid for all out- 
door work, and railroad builders particularily 
have appreciated it. Work on the different ex- 
tensions and new lines in the State bas at ao 
time been suspended or interrupted by bad 
weather, which is something unusual at this 
time of the year. Itis believed that no serious 
interruptions of the kind will occur this winter, 
and there isa cheerf@i feeting auiong railroad 
contractors and others interested in the roads iu 
consequence. Work on the Burlington & Mis- 
souri Denver Extension is progressing rapidly, 
and, as this enterprise promises more to the 
people of Nebraska than all others of the kind 
in the State, the progress of the line is watched 
very closely by all classes. The Omaha 
Bee gives the latest information concern- 
ing this extension. It says: “Tho iron- 
layers on the Burlington & Missouri 
bave crossed the boundary into Colorado, and 
the graders are many miles beyond. The con- 
tractor of the fifty miles nearest Denver began 
work this week, and the contract for the next 
fifty mites has been ict. The rapid progress of 
this road is not surprising when the level char- 
acter of the country is considered. The max- 
imum grade from Culbertson to Denver, a 
distance of over 30 miles, is thirty feet to the 
mile.

METRIC MEASURES. 


The Metric Bureau and Its Eforts to 
Make a Popular Impression—iIn- 
creased Use of the Metric Denomina<- 
tions, 

,_ Special Correspondence of The Chicago Tribune. 

Boston. Mass., Nov. 19.—“ This board is two 
kilometers from the town-house, If you do not 
undeistand, ask the school-children, or send to 
the American Metric Bureau, No. 3 Hawley 
street, Boston.” Boards with inscriptions of 
this nature have been prepared by the Metric 

Bureau, and will be posted upon the public ways 

as one of many methods to make the average 

citizen familiar with the names dnd quantities 
of the metric system. It is a kind of mission- 
ary spirit which inspires these métrical advo- 
cates. They have nothing to gain from the 
adoption of the metric system above the com- 
mou advantage to the public, but just as benev- 
olent people sacrifice themselves in part for 
the public good, so these reformers give time 
and money for what they believe 
will gave millions of money and years 
of time to the country. For two or 
three years past the bureau has not been as act- 
ive as it was for a few years after its organiza- 
tion, but it is now renewing its efforts, and the 
encouraging progress already made is a stimu- 
lus to further sacrifices. A great deal has been 
done, and the eystem bas been siowly making its 
way to the supremacy which certainly awaits it. 
Popular adoption has not begun yet, but the sys- 
tem has gained such a foothold in the public 
sehools that ten years hence there will be thou- 
sands of citizens in business life who will be fa- 
miliar with the metric tabies and competent to 
transact business in metric denominations. In 
some quarters the system has a firm footing. 


Science uses it almost exclusively; chemistry 


has employed it for many years, and other sci- 
ences are rapidly dropping the irregular English 
standards for tne regular French tables. Scien- 
tiuo publications express length. capacity, and 

t in meters, liters, and grams. Physicians 
and druggists are coming more and more toa 
use of metric weights and capacities for pre- 
scriptions because of the greater convenience 
of divisions and multiplications by a 
change in the place of the  dec- 
imai point. Physicians, from their studies in 
chemistry. come to write their prescriptions in 
metric terms. and consequently druggists sup- 

y themseives with metrie scaies and measures. 
‘his change is noticeable in the large cities o 
the Eastern States more than in any other — 
of the Union, but itis showing itself everywhere 
else, except in the South. In 1876 the system 
was made obligatory in the Government Marine 
Hospital service; it has been used by tne United 
States Coast Survey for many years; it is on the 

int of introduction into the Government 

aval Department. In the hospital service the 
bottles for medicines are marked for cubic 
centimetres, instead of ounces. Since the adop- 
tion of the law of 1566, 1— the use of the 
system in the Post-Oflice Department, all offices 
seuding mails to foreign countries have permit- 
ted the weighing of postal ma ter by grams as 
well as by ounces. It is only by a construction 
of the law not intended by its framer—Mr. Kas- 
son, of Iowa, who was then in Congress— that the 
system is not generally in use in all the post- 
It is the law that fifteen grams of letter 
matter sbali be sent for the same price as u halt 
ounce. Now the fifteen grams are an increase 
ot about 6 per cent over the half ounce, and to 
that extent the Government discriminates in 
favor of the metric system. Advocates of 
cheaper postage hope to secure a change in the 
rate so that ten grains will f° for two cents, 
twenty for four, and soon. But nothing will be 
done in that line at present, for the more leyiti- 
mate work of the bureau engages all its atten- 
tion. Hesides this use in the post-oflice it is 
hoped to introduce metrie measures into all the 
custom-bouses witb a little discrimination—very 
little, however—iu favor of the French system. 

But the most im ant work of the bureau is 
in the field of ucation, for which it was pri- 
marily organized. in many medicai and pbar- 
maceutical institutions the metric system is the 
only one taught; secretaries of medical societies 
have voted to use only metric meas- 
ures in reports of their transac- 
tions and in all papers. Some pe- 
riodicals, such as the Popular Sctence Monthly 
and the Century, occasionally, use metrie units. 
Nearly all the cotleges and the better class of 
academies and birh- schools make study of the 
metric system, or familiarity with it, obligatory 
as much as familiarity with common arithmetic. 
In some cases the authorities have been so strict 
upon this rule that pupils have been “ plucked” 
because they were not familiar with the metric 
tables. It being required that instruction shalt 
be given in metres, litres, and grams, teachers 
take pains to perfect themselves in them, and 
the bureau selis them many sets of weights and 
measures. This work in schools is beimg ex- 
tended even to the primary grade. Norma 
schools take it up, and those who believe in ob- 
ject-teaching as well as in the metric System 
Kili two birds with one stone by taking metric 
weights and measures for their illustrations to 
show the juvenile students bow much is a 
metre, or litre, or kil m. In this country 
and Canada there bas nan active demand 
for sets of apparatus for usein schools. Many 
sets have been sent even to California, but only 
a few to the Southern States. Some have gone, 
however, to every State of the Union. 

Another feature of the bureau’s work bas 
been the wide distribution of circulars of in- 
formation. It began with sending out circulars. 
and over a bundred different styles, with as- 
sorted information, have been printed. For the 
urst three years the bureau averaged 10,000 
pages a day of printed matter id way of illus- 
tration and persuasion. Circulars have been 
sent to 9,000 different periodicais with informa- 
tion which could be conveniently used and so be 
set forth for popular instruction. All letters 
of inquiry have deen answered, rarely 
by letter, but by sending marked cir- 
culars which contained the desired in- 
formation. Whether the questions came 
from physicians, druggists, or carpenters, 
there are circulars ready at hand to answer the 
need of every profession, and they are sent. 
General and specific explanations are sent 
usually, so that the inquirer gets an idea of the 
whole system and of its application to his busi- 
ness. It is the purpose of the managers to get 
something tangible, whether it be a pocket-rule, 
ora weight, or a ineasure of capacity, into use

Inflation, of 
course, disturbs values, promotes specula- 
tion in stocks and commodities, and enhances 
the cost of living. It is within the experi- 
ence of every housekeeper that the prices of 
all supplies are now unusually high. Not 
only flour, but dairy products, meats, and pro- 
visions, have been creeping up until it is dif- 
ficult to touch some of them with a long 
pole. This advance has been due not only to 
short crops and speculation in the actual 
supply. but to an inflation in prices aris- 
ing fgom the condition of the currency. 
Mr. Wells seems to apprehend that the reme- 
dy, when it comes, will bea rough one; but 
a bountiful harvest next year would put a 
different aspect on affairs, and the country 
under present conditions may speedily grow 
up to its supply of currency. 


No Concress in the history of the Gov- 
ernment has witnessed as many changes 
after election-day and before the date of as- 
sembling as the Forty-séventh, which is to 
meet Dec. 5.

templates the unseemly spectacle daily ex- 
hibited in the Washington court-room. On 
the 2d of last July President Garfield was 
shot by the miserable wretch Guiteau, who 
is now on trial in that court-room. The aw- 
ful deed aroused a mingled feeling of horror 
and indignation all over the country. As the 
victim lay upon his sick bed, week after 
week, suffering intense pain, indignation 
changed to solicitude and sympathy. On 
the ivth of September our great President 
died at Long Brancn, and the whole world 
bowed in grief. On the 26th of that month 
he was buried and the whole world badea 
sorrowful farewell to a great and good man. 
Only fifty-nine days have elapsed, and what 
do we see? 

The people of this country at first regarded 
the infamous deed with such indignation 
that they could hardly find words to express 
their execration. It was an awful tragedy, 
but as time went on this feeling changed to 
one of profound sorrow, of sympathy for the 
living, and ultimately of tender and sacred 
respect for the dead. There was a solemnity 
that characterized the long illness and death 
too profound to be jarred upon by resent- 
ment, and after the body was consigned to 


the t4mb it was only asked that the trial of | 


the wretch should be prompt and thorough, 
and that retributive justice should be dealt 
out. 

What response has been made to this? 
Notwithstanding the horror of the tragedy, 
the extent of the calamity, the grief of the 
world, the sorrow of the family, the sacred- 
ness of the memory of the President, and all 
the great lessons of love, and tenderness, and 
pity, and all the great examples of his useful 
life and heroic death, the trial of the wretch 
has been conducted without dignity or de- 
cency, and Justice has arrayed herself in cap 
and bells for the delectation of grinning spec- 
tators. The miserable wretch himself has 
been allowed to interrupt the trial, to 
interfere with witnesses and counsel, to 
browbeat the Court, and to crack his 
jokes for the sport of 
the crowd and their applause. He 
has had full swing in his disgusting antics, 
and the trial has been run not in accordance 
with the routine of law, or the demands of 
justice, or with respect to the gravity of the 
cause, or with respect for the feelings of the 
American people, but to suit the whims, 
caprices, egotism, and notoriety of Guiteau. 
What should have been the most solemn trial 
ever held in an American court is growing 
to be one ot the most disgustingly ridiculous. 
Its unseemly phases and undignified inci- 
dents find their parallels in the hearing of 
petty misdemeanors in a Justice’s court. 


The loose and undignified manner in which 


this case is conducted, the way in which 
justice is made the target of this miserable 
wretch’s indecent banter, and the liberty 
granted him to feed and pamper his insuffer- 
able and disgusting vanity, do not comport 
with the feelings of the people, and may yet 
rouse a swift indignation again if some 
check is not put upon it without 


much regard to any question of sanity or in- 


sanity. It is hard for people to stand quietly 
by and see this wretch lionized and madea 
hero of, justiee travestied, and premiums 
offered other perverted wretches to follow 
in Guiteau’s footsteps, for the sake of grati- 
fying their love for notoriety or wreak- 
ing their malice. It is an insult to the mem- 
ory of the President, “slaughtered for the 
Republic,” that the trial of his dastardly 
assasin should be made a peep-show for a 
curious crowd and that the assasin himself 
should be elevated to the post of chief 
performer. Itisan insult to the bereaved 
home at Mentor. It is an insult to the Na- 
tion. And in view of the upseemly proceed- 
ings it is not remarkable the London 
News says: 

It is.to be hoped, for thesake of American jus- 
tice and public decency and good taste. that the 
trial of Guiteau will soon come to an end. It will 
—1 be acknowledged in America as in 

ogiand that Guiteau bas been allowed to carry 
his own conduct of tne case too far. It seems 
absolutely omy in the interest of decency 
and justice that Guiteau be prevented from 
turning the trugedy into a buriesque, and from 
attempting to prove his own insanity by a de- 
meanor which badly simulates or travesties mad- 
ness. 


Every word of the News’ criticism will be 
applauded by the American people, who are 
watching the proceedings with a sorrowful 
disgust. They now can have but one wish, 
and that is for the trial to come to a close as 
soon as possible, so that there may be an end 
of this travesty upon justice if not an end of 
Guiteau. They are fast coming to the belief 
that both courts and bars are becoming so 
debased that their object in trying murderers 
is not so much to convict them and punish 
guilt as to acquit them, and the Guiteau case, 
so far as it has proceeded, is not an excep- 
tion. It is a miserabie, sorry, indecent, dis- 


gusting piece of business, and the sooner it 


is over the better it will be. It is too degrading 
for contemplation, too abhorrent, remember- 
ing the exalted character of the man, the 
awful character of the tragedy, and the so- 
lemnity of his death. To palliate it in any 
way would be to convict the American peo- 
ple of a want of decent respect for the 
degd. Let the farce come to an end as soon 

possible. 

THE TELEGRAPH-POLE NUISANCE. 

The tractable qualities of the average city 
Alderman are practically inexhaustible. 
Putty in the hands of an expert glazier is in- 
durated as compared with one of the City 
Fathers when subjected to importunities and 
“inflooence.” A striking instance of the ac- 
commodating disposition of Chicago Alder- 
men is found in the recent report of the 
South Division Committee on Streets and 
Alleys recommending an ordinance allowing 
the Mutual Union Telegraph Company to 
erect poles within the city limits. An ordi- 
nance prohibiting the erection of telegraph 
poles went into effect only a short time ago, 
and the very first application for the privi- 
lege would Violate that ordinance if the Com- 
mittee on Streets and Alleys could have their 
way. It follows, as a matter of course and 
justice, that if the Mutual Union be granted 
a permit to put up poles within tne city lim- 
its a similar privilege will be demanded by 
othes companies. The Western Union can- 
not be prevented from extending its facili- 
ties by the same means if its rival 
in business is given an advantage which 
is nominally prohibited by general ordinance. 
in fact, the ordinance against the erection of 
telegraph poles will be virtually repealed by 
the proposed exception in favor of the Mut- 
ual Union, as the new poles erected by this 
company will not be taken down, under the 
terms of the proposed ordinance, until “ ali 
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Aldermen, as a rule, have a queer notion 
of their duties and responsibilities. They

and wires which Rave been found so objec 
tionable.and so dangerous. The new tele- 
graph company has no claim for any ex- 
emption from a proper and useful police 
regulation. Whatever benefit it may prove 
to give the people (in case it shall not be 
bought up by the Western Union concern) 
would be secured in any case, for the new 
company has actually begun the laying of 
undeground cables to reach its ¢jty offices. It 
is true the latter process is more expensive 
than the old system. There would be just so 
much less of watered stock if the under- 
ground cable were adopted. But why should 
the city or its officia] representatives be in- 


} fluenced by that consideration to put public 


safety into jeopardy? We think Ald. 
Phelps, Watkins, Burke, and Appleton will 
find it difficult te explain their willingness to 
violate one of the most useful eity ordi- 
nances, and we do not understand why Ald. 
Dixon was so patalyzed as not to be able to 
make a minority report in protest. 


POSTAL SAVINGS-BANES. 

Postmaster-General James is strongly in 
favor of the establishment of savings-banks 
in connection with the National postal sys- 
tem; and it is to be hoped, if he shall retain 
his place in the Cabinet, he will urge the 
plan upon Congress this winter. There will 
be no great political issue before Congress at 
the coming session, and that body will have 
abundant time to consider projects for the 
improvement of government. The principle 
of postal savings is approved by nearly every 
body who has given the matter any thought. 
It is not in any sense an experiment. The 
system has been in successful operation for 
many years in Great Britain, where, in 1879, 
the depositors numbered three and a half 
millions, with yearly deposits of about fifty 
millions, It is not necessary to dwell on the 
manifold advantages of such a system. 
It will promote thrift and economy among 
the people, and guarantee them a protection 
for their surplus earnings which they can se- 
cure in no other form. What is needed to 
lead to the early adoption of the system isa 
practical plan, sufficiently complete and ex- 
plicit in detail to assure efficiency and hon- 
esty in management, but elastic enough to 
admit of such improvements as experience 
shall suggest. It should be the aim of the 
Postmaster-General to have such a plan pre- 
pared. The best ana most practical legisia- 
tion passed by Congress is that which is not 
merely suggested, but actually put into shape, 
Dy the department to which it pertains. It 
can readily beconceived that a postal savings 
system can be devised for this country which 
shall eventually place a large share of the 
National debt in the hands of the 
working people, and thereby give them 
the best possMle security they can 
have and at the same time strengthen 
their attachment to the Government. To do 
this arrangements must be made which shall 
make the system of depositing and with- 
drawing funds easy and simple, and include 
the smallest amounts which it will be prac- 
ticable to handle. In England it is per- 
mitted to paste penny stamps on a sheet of 
paper prepared for the purpose, and when 
twelve of these have been thus collected a 
deposit of one shilling may be made. The 
depositors may also draw from any postal 
bank in the Kingdom, without regard to the 
point at which the deposit was made. Con- 
venienco, facility, and security are the chief 
requisits of a postal savings system, and if 
it can be further arranged that all deposits, 
over a certain low figure, shail be turned 
into a Gov@nment bond, which may be 
taken up by the Government and issued to 
another holder, as depositors desire to with- 
draw and others to take advantage of the 
system, the Government debt will take on a 
popular form that will make it an element of 
strength and economy instead of a burden.

CLAIMS BEFORE CONGRESS. 

We publish elsewhere a remarkable letter 
of the late Hon. Joshua R. Giddings, of Ohio, 
addressed to the Hon. E. B. Washburne, who 
was then a member of Congress from the 
Galena district in this State. The letter is not 
only interesting from the subject on which it 
treats, but from the fact that it is the last 
letter which that distinguished man ever 
wrote. The date of the letter is May 25, 1864, 
and the writer appears to have been greatly 
excited in respect to the matter about which 
he was writing. He seems to have had a 
prescience of his coming fate, for he 
closes his letter by expressing an opinion 
that he could say no more without danger to 
his life. This was on the 25th of May, and 
on the 27th he was dead of a stroke of ap- 
oplexy. No man who ever served in Con- 
gress was so high an authority on the sub- 
ject of “claims” before Congress as Mr. 
Giddings. For many years he was Chair- 
man of the Committee on Claims in the 
House of Representatives, and when he was 
in the sharpest antagonism to the majority 
his knowledge on the subject, his great 
ability, his probity, and his incorruptible in- 
tegrity secured him the respect and con. 
fidence of those most bitterly opposed to 
him. Indeed, so great was his authority that 
it can be said that his opinion, or decision, 
in regard to a claim was generally considered 
as conclusive. : 

The claim which excited the attention of 
Mr. Giddings and led to the writing of the 
letter in question was that of Josiah O. 
Armes, of Anandale, Fairfax County, Va., in 
the Thirty-eighth Congress—1864 65. The 
bill provided for the payment to Armes of 
the sum of $9,500 for buildings burned, “‘ ap- 
parently by order of the commanding officer, 
for military reasons, the buildings affording 
shelter for the enemy’s pickets.” Mr. 
Washburne made the only speech against 
the bill, “ as establishing a principle never 
acted upon by any  nation—to-wit: 
that a Government is bound to pay 
for all the casualties of war—to pay eyery 
citizen who has lost property througl the 
casualties and misfortunes of war and in- 
demnity for losses in the contest then going 
on.” He contended that if the principle 
were carried out it would establish a prece- 
dent that would cost the Government $500,- 
000,000. Mr. Hale and Thaddeus Stevens, of 
Pennsylvania, and other members, supported 
the bill, and it passed the House by a vote of 
84 to 36. It subsequently passed the Senate 
by a vote of 22 to 11, and became a law. Mr. 
Clark, of New Hampshire, championed the 
bill in the Senate. Among those who op- 
posed it were Grimes and Harian of lowa, 
Trumbull of Lilinois, Wilson and Sumner of 
Massach Brown and Henderson of 
Missouri, Sherman of Ohio, and Morgan of 
New York. 

If Mr. Giddings had lived to this day it 
would be easy to imagine what his feelings 
would be in relation to the late 
legislation in regard to claims, particularly 
the claims for pensions, framed not so much 
in the interest of the asfor the profit 
of the pension agents at Washington and all 
over the country. He might well say af such 
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tor votes, have pushed this matter 
toa point which threatens a confiscation of 
the Nation’s wealth, It is estimated by 
the Pensions Commissioner that the 
amount requisit to meet these drains for 
the next fiscal year will reach the enor- 
mous sum of nearly one hundred mill- 
ions of dollars, in addition the regu- 
lar Pension bill, The Pension laws, as they 
now stand, bave openéd the door to the most 
colossal frauds, The parties who voted 
these laws resisted all wise limitations and 
restrictions which woald bave guarded the 
Treasury, and, in order to carry their point, 


grossly and willfully belittled the amount 


that would be taken from the Treasury. The 
pension ring, as it exists today, is the most 


‘monstrous and dangerous organization that 


has ever been known on the face of the 
earth. The late Péhsion-Agent, Mr. Bentley, 
endeavored, while doing justice to the 
honest pensioners, to protect the Treas- 
ury from fraudulent claims. lle in- 
curred the hostility of the pension 
agents and was driven from his place. It 
is now said that his successor in office in 
order to make himself “solid” with the 
demagogs proposes to still extend the 
pension so as togive pensions to ail persons 
who were prisoners, regardless of the state 
of their health. ~ 

There is nothing now left for the people 
who have b betrayed but to confront the 
appalling legislation of unprincipled dem- 
agogs, which bids fair to lead to National 
bankruptcy, and to so amend the law as to 
throw up some adequate guards against 
frauds based upon ex-parte testimony which 
tempt men tocommit perjury. The public 
must have some protection.

LAVISH expendit in public buildings 
for Paris entirely departed with the termination 
of Baron Haussmann’s official career. Baron 
Haussmann, after being tirst authorized to 
spend $35,000,000 in the embellishment of the 
city, ended, in 1869, with an expenditure of the 
enormous total of $120,000,000. It is now said 
that the new post-office and Hotel de Ville will 
cost, when finished, $14,000,000, and that the 
Church ot the Sacred Heart on the Hill of Mont- 
martre at least $5,000,000. Of the opera-house, 
which is not yet completed, the cost already has 
been $10,500,000. Some notion ot the outlays 
which have been made on the Hotel de Ville 
may be learned from the fact that the estimate 
for doors, window-frames, glass, fireplaces, and 
locks alone amounts to $ 140,000, while about 
three times that sum is set down for art decora- 
tions and furniture. On the four outer walls of 
the building will be placed in niches no fewer 
than 106 statues, each 8 feet in hight. All will 
represent persons born in Paris who have 
reached eminence in various walks of life.

HERR RICHTER’S DIATRIBE. * 

In debate upon the budget in the Reichstag 
today Secretary Scholz, of the Finance Depagt- 
ment, reviewed the financial situation of the 
past fiscal year, the result of which, relativeiy 
speaking, is favorable. there being a surplus of 
about 15,000,000 marks. Ir the new estimates 
calculations are based upon an expected steady 
but moderate increase in the yieid from various 
taxes. The proposed augmentation of the - 
tributions of the individua! States toward 
expenditure of the Empire are mainly due to 
an increase of 8.000.000 in the estimated expendi- 
ture for the imperial army. Herr Richter, ina 
long speech, attacked the whole economical pol- 
joy oft Bismarck, as viewed by the light 
of the Emperor William's message at 
the opening. of the session. When Herr 
Richter had concluded bis speech the 
members who had given notice of their inten- 
tion to participate in the, debate having re- 
nounced their intention or left the chamber be- 
cause of the latetess of the hour, the President 
declared the debate on first reading dosed. The 
House adjourned until Monday. The Opposition 
claim to have achieved a ,reat triumph in to- 
days debate. They maintain that Herr Richter's 
destructive criticism of the social and fiscal 
policies of the Government produced an effect 
so powerful that none of tue Government's rep- 
resentatives were for the moment prepared to 
reply, thus making necessary a sudden close of 
the debate. Such an ooccurcence is said to be 
unparalleled in the parliamentary records of 
Germany or Prussia. 

POINTS IN THE SPEECH. 

Richter launched out upon a general discus- 
sion of the Imperial message, sparing neither 
the real nor the nominal author. Hestormed at 
the inappropr ess of its proposais, and de- 
nounced its audacity. In reviewing the eco- 
nomic schemes, Richter eswayed to show their 
want of reason, and to cover them with ridicule. 
The Imperial message, he said, denied that ulte- 
nor thoughts of a reactionary nature underlay 
Bismarck’s plan. Yet reaction was written 
upon their very foreheads. While ready to 
recognize Bismarck's immortal merits, the Ser- 
man people now claim to be of age, and to have 
a voice in the settlement of their destinies. 
Richter is the jeader of the Progressists. 
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FRANCE. 
GAMBETTA AND CHAN Z. 

Paris, Nov. G. — The National publishes an ac- 
count of an interview between Gambetta and 
Gen. Chanzy, late French Ambassador at St. 
Petersburg. Init Gambetta declared that the 
foreign policy of France could not change; that 
France ought to remain on good terms with all 
the Powers. Regarding the internal policy of 
the Premier, Gambetta opined that the last elec- 
tions indicated that the country required the 
adoption of a more decided action against the 
clergy. Gen. Chanzy, replying, persisted in his 
resignation, because, he said, it would be difficult 
for him to explain the motives of this internal 
policy abroad. : 

“PRIESTS. 

In the Chamber of Deputies today, in a discus- 
sion regarding the validity of the election of 
Boscher De Angie, Monarchist, as member for 
Loudec, Bishop Frepple, Monarchist, member 
for Brest, claimed for the clergy the same rights 
as other citizens enjoy.. He maintained that 
they were entitled. even from the puipit, to 
recommend to the faithful to go and vote in the 
fulfillment of their duties. Several members of 
the Left denounced the doctrine. Waldeck 
Rousseau, Minister of the Interior, declared the 
Government was unable to remain indifferent 
to such doctrines, involving the intervention of 
the clergy in elections. The Ministry, he said, 
were absolutely of opinion that the clergy should 
remain within the limits of the concordat, and 
intended to use all legal means to impose upon 
the clergy respect for the law and the constitu- 
tion. Applause greeted the Minister's remarks.

Washburne—Dearn Sin: I see that you spoke 
and voted against the bill for compensating 
a claimant fcr certain buildings destroyed by 
our troops in Virginia, to prevent their falling 
into the bands and being used by the Rebeis for 
the destruction of our army and Government. 
I know the difficulties under which members of 
Congress labor in regard to private ciaime. They 
have uot time to examine the history of our 
legislation on that subjett. Yet the maoner in 
which the action of Congress is corrupting the 
mora’s of the Nation is most alarming. I verily 
believe that our Government is in greater 
danger from this system of legisiating on pri- 
vate claims than from thé Confederate armies. 


I read in the New York papers of yesterday tho 


case of Kobnstam, convicted of forging claims 
to the umouut of $200,000, which the people ha vo 
to pay. Almost every lawyer in the Nation is 
employed in pressing private claims upon the 
Government. Even ex-Senators do not biush 
when publishing to the world that they have 
formed copartnerships with members in various 
cities combining great talents and extensive 
junuence for pressing claims upoa the cunsid- 
eration of Government. Ninoe-tenths of these 
claims, I hesitate not in saying, are neither le- 
gui nor just aguinst the people, and their pay- 
ment ts a sheer robbery of the Treasury for the 
benefit of men most of whom are buse spovulh- 
tors. : 

il speak the convictions of my own judgment 
utter more than twenty years of study and 
practical observation. I have beep myself de- 
ceived. 1 well recollect a case which I. as Chair- 
man of the Committee on Claims, reported 
ageinst. At the t session the proofs were 

no defect. 1 reported a bill 
tor paying the claim, but before the bili came 
up for hearing a messenger came to me with a 
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obvious uence of bis own wiened action. 
notice that members in arrument asserted that 
he ought to reccive pay. I deny the assertion; but 
supposing be be in justice entitled to pay tor his 
loss, I ask from whom shall the pay come?

Il am aware that men will say this is a Se- 
tionaltirrument. il reply it is the essential duct- 
rine of State rights, which every Virginian has 
held to from the commencement of the Govern- 
ment. but | use it in this instance as illustrative 
of the policy laid dowu by Hamilton and adopted 
by Congress in 1792, that “no Government ts 
bound by the laws or uaayes of nations to compen- 
sate its citizens for losses by the ravages of war," 
vet as some compensation may be dictated by 
principles of humanity where the party ts ren- 
dered indigent, and as such tosses are best known 
to the people of the State in which 
the individuals live, it may proper 
to reter the subject to the several 
States to make such. compensation, af their 
owt erpens, as 2 may deem proper. 
I quote trom memory, but you will tind these to 
be nearly the words of Hamilton. proposi- 
tion was adopted, the several States took the 
subject iutu'their own haads, and in no instance. 
was such acluim as that I dave alluded to ever 
nliiowed. You will nud the true rule laid down 
in the case of Frothingham, reported in State 
papers volume claims. in that vase the build- 
ings were burned by our troeps, but compensa- 
tion was refused upon the just, the only proper 
ground, that luxses by the ravages uf war are never 
to be compeneated, But Law sure the le of 
the Free States wil!

Congtruct 
a doubie-treck railroad on both sides of the 
river, from the bead of navigation to the mouth 
of the river, by driving piles or other wise. Coa- 
nect the said tracks with all the roads that cross 
or are near the river, in order to facilitate traus- 
portation from the different roads, clevators, 
and manufactories adjacent thereto. 

Build a trestlework across the mouth of the 
North Branch, with draw for tugs, barges. 
ligbters, etc.; to ascend it, take out the 
middie piers that now support our swinging 
bridges, which willleuve the channel clear for 
such craft as only pass under the bridges, which 
could then be built in permanently with three 
spans, One ou einer side ot the river, over the 
tracks, aud a longer spun in the ccutre for navi- 
gation.

Upon leaving the 
primaries, those who do compiete these studies 
from several schools all enter one. The course 
of study which they have pursued must be as 
nearly identical as possible to prevent a perfect 
Babel at this stawe of advancement. Aguin, n 
one except those who hure tried the e 
periment know what it means to take. the tirst 
Monday in September, from forty to eighty-five 
boys, coming from all classes of society, and of 
every degree of culture, and not only teach 
them obedience to law and order. but obtain a 
fair average result in school work. Our critics, 
many of them. judge us only by isolated cases 
which have come to their knowledge, and with- 
out personal investigauon tind fault with teach- 
ers, Superintendents, graded-scavols, etc., in- 
disc n i would suy, come and see us 
from 9 a. m.. Monday to4p. m., Friday. Watch 
us closeiy, see Our work asa whole, then, lam 
auite sure, mucn of the fault-finding will die 
out, and our critics will cease to feel chat we 
are mere machines. There are poor teachers, 
and poor schools, Just us there sare poor min- 
iasters, doctors, and ‘lawyers, but you do not 
condemn these as classes. You individuatize. 
Give us the same treatment. As a people we 
are wrowing intellectually, through these same 
public schools. Suggest practical improvement 
aud we will try the plan faithfully. But con- 
scientious, puinstaking workers in the broad 
tield of education feel that the preseut whole- 
sale condemnation is ouly as unkind as it is en- 
tirely unjust.

We had ample grounds for the intimation we 
published yesterday, and which, our readers may 
be assured, is as autheatic as it is correct.”

it ought to be premised tbat the News, as the 
leading Liberal newspaper. is extremely jealous 
of any poaching on its preserves—especiaily by 
the Standard., the leading Concervative news- 
paper.

The Capital of Manttoba—An Enter- 
prising City—Its Rapid Growth in 
Popuiation and Businesse—Churche 
Going—The Upper Ten. 

Special Correspondence of The Chicago Tribune. 

Win 51PRG, Manitoba, Nov. 16.— In former let} 
ters from Manitoba I have referred briefly to 
Winaipee as a stirring and enterprising city, 
rupidiy growing in wealth aud population. But 
Winaipeg is worthy au more extended notice, as 
bemg the most northerly city on the American 
continent, and as the metropolis of a country 
honestly believed but a few years ago to be 
half-brother to an ice-floc, the home of the 
Polar bears, and the training-ground of the 
Esquimaux and Ieelander. 

Winuipeg das loug been the principal trading- 
post of the Hudson's Bay Company—Fort 
Garry. on the right bank of the Assiniboine 
River and at the footof Main street, having for 
many years been the’ northwestern head- 
quarters of the company; and even now, 
when the affairs of the company are being 
wound up in that particular igeality, and the 
business transferred to the magnificent new 
building on Main street, the place possesses a 
novel interest. In the centre ot tho esplanade 
is a flagstaff; and four old-fashioned brass 
pieces, scattered about the lawn, remind one of 
the vigorous policy of thecompany when treating 
with the Indians in ear'y times. Another relic 
of bygone days is seen in the fire-engine, rusted 
by aye and disuse, resting in the worm-eaten 
building which has held jt, lo: these many years. 
it is a quaint concern, and was formerly in serv- 
ice in East Boston; and, if appearances go for 
anything, it certamly existed before the Tea- 
Party was organized in Boston Harbor. There 
are several retics of other days in the vicinity of 
Fort Garry, and within these precincts alone the 
ancient history Of Wiumpeg was made. Outside 
its gates the new Winnipeg has sprung into be- 
ing. The new civilization has no sympathies in 
common with the halt- breed element which re- 
sulted from the amours of the former empioyés 
of the Hudson's Bay Company. 

From documents now before me I learn that 
the progress of population in the past ten years 
has veen very rupid, abd that Winni is in 
reality a city of ten years’ growth. Here are

The city today bas wearily 3,000 dwelling- 
houses, and street extensions of over 100 miles; 
and the property- assessment bas i from 
$2,676,015 in 1874 to $6,585,007 in 1881. And then 
the increase in business, iu travel, in the nume 
ber of churches and educational institutions, 
has been something wooderful as well. The 
actual ratio of increase in business it is difficuit 
to got at. as the changes upward are so rapid as 
to render it practicaily impossible to approxi- 
wate the truth. Formerly, the Hudson's Day 
Company enjoyed the monopolf of trade; now, 
it is scattered among. the wholesale bouses that 
have grown up under its shadow. Formerly, 
travel was contined to the infrequent steamer 
which unmde its way tr@m Moorhead down the 
Ked iver, although Winnipeg is north of Moor- 
heud, or by the st)! slower prairie-schouner’”’; 
now, the tide of truvel ewells from every direc- 
tion, principally via the Canadian Pacific HKail- 
way, which brings da truin- loads of passen- 
gers from the souch aud west. 

Every religious deuomination is represented 
in bandsome cburch-editices; and in Winnipeg 
Sunday is Sunday indeed. never saw such a 
1 „ population any where. I have at- 
tended the services Of the Church of England 
once or twice. The congregation comprised 
the best people.“ of course—that is to say, the 
élite of suciety—with 1 of baif-breeds, 
and some few tull-biooded temale Indians. 1 
bave seen more pretentious churches in the 
States, but nowhere more attentive congrega- 
tions; and tho music here is sometning exvel- 
leut—the instrumental music, | mean. The 
ehoilr is guod, but not excellent. in this 
latter respect I think Kavux Caurch exceis. 
But what has impressed me more than 
unytbing else in regard to church-servic 
is the extraordinary T 
eburches are «always „ people 
have stili not a of that 
leaven of Puritanism which Taine in his En- 
wish Literature" sv cleverly analyzes. WIn- 
gersoll would und bere excellent material fur his 
racy infidelities. But. despite his witty arcu- 
ments, [have always found such a community 
amoral community.

After a residence of 
two months in Winnipeg, I have yet to hear of a 
single crime of violence committed in the oity. 
The Chief of Police is unpelled to make a show 
of authority at times, and be does it by arrest- 
ing cyprians, and baulfhg them into the stern 
presence of the law; and, as Justice is repre- 
sented asa woman, she invariably fines every 
one of these unfortupates, aud sends them back 
to their pation. 

Society iu Windipeg—I refer, of course, to the 
upper ten thousand—is rather mixed as yet.

which rivuis, ia point of interest, any judicial 
production of the West known for some years, 
in so far as it bears upon a question of suffrage. 
The red “coffee-cooler”’ of the West has been 
buffeted around considerably by the courts, but 
this disquisition upon bis rights if it is sustained 
by the Supreme Cou » it will no doubt 
be taken—is ahead so far. 

The decision in brief holde that the treaty of 
1809 with the Sioux Nation ubrogated Sec. 2.146, 
with its appendage, which excepted from trial 
and punishment an Indian committing a crime 
against another of the same race, 

: THE HISTORY OF THE CASE 
is this: On the ith of August last, at the Rose- 
bud Agency, a full-bived Indian named Crow- 
Dog—or Kan-gi-sbunca for short—Serreant of 
the police, or something of the Kind, sbot and 
killed Sputted- Tull, the poted Sioux Chief, a 
friendly Indian, who knew Washington by heart 
because of his mahy journeyings thitherward, 
and a red of more than the averuge wisdom, 
bonesty, and good traits generally. Crow-Dog, 
with a very commendabio aptitude for white 
tactics, set up the plea of self-defense, aliezing 
that the deceased Epo’ was making hostile 
demonstrations at the time of thecircus. There 
bad been a grudge between the two fog a long 
time; and it occurs to your correspondent that 
Crow- Dog didn't retreat as far “to the wall as 
he might have done. Dem a policeman, be bad 
a right to use a billy” or a gun as often and as 
early as he deemed fit. However, that does not 
matter. Whether Poieman Crow was right or 


wro

and I don't supposo it will be in the minds of 

the jury, inasmuch as the deceased was of the 


hateful color. 

Crow-Dog was arrested, an indictment was 
found against him, and he was brought to Dead- 
wood for trial. His counsel immediately en- 
tered a demurrer, reciting that the prisoner at 
the bar demurred to the Court takings cogni- 
zance of the offense upon the ground that the 
said offense was committed by one Indian 
against the person of another indian. His coun- 
sel relied upou Sec. 2,146 of the United States 
Revised Statutes, on the exception therein, 
which excepted from the crimis act extended to 
the Indian country certain crimes committed 
4 Indian against the person of another 

ndian.” 

The ruling of the Court was a long and e 
baustive one. It reviewed in extenso the inte 
and evideut purpose of Secs. 2,145 and. 2. 166. re- 
lating to the punishment of crmes by 
one indian against the person or property 
of another ae: the evident general 
policy of ited States Government 
toward Indian tribes; the treaties with the 
Indian nations, and with the Brule Sioux, to 
which these two reds belonged, in particular; 
and conciuded by overruling the demurrer in 
words like this: “ Therefore I am clearly of the 
opinion that this defendant 
IS LBGALLY SUBJECT TO BE PUT UPON TRIAL 
for the crime alleged io this indietment,”’ add- 
ing: *“‘The pubiic treaties with those Indians 
show them to be subject to such authority as 
all are who are witbia the territorial limits of 
the United States. Indeed, it does appear 
the kitted was one of the pri i 
Chiefs of that band, and signed the treaty ’’—re- 
po tan, ba that making them subject to the laws 
of tne United States. 

All this is very well; but there is another 
question raised by this decision. That is after 
this style: Ieu't an Indianavoter? Heretofore 
all devisions of the courts have been firmly, 
that un Indian, ora person having a predumi- 
nance of Indian blood, could nut east bis ballot, 
for the reason, pure and simple, that. he was not 
under the Governmental authority or jurisdic- 
tion. Indeed. atest case wus had in in 
November, 1871, if my memory serves me 
right, which resulted disastryusiy to 
an Indian on this same principle, 
the turning- point in this Crow-Dog case. This 
man wont töte polls to deposit his balioct, 
Walch was challenged.

nor under the govermental jurisdiction. Not 
being under its jurisdiction. he could not be 

iniehed for crimes committed against one of 

is ruoe; por, ou the same principic, could he 
vote. it was insisted that the Fourteenth and 
Fifteenth Amendments also gave to bim the 
right of citizensiip, ou the ground that they ap- 
ply to Indians born in United States territory. 
Art. XV. gives the right of suffrage to citizens 
of the United States as defined by Art. XIV., 
irrespective of race, color, or previous condi- 
tion. An Indian, therefore, would be entitied 
to suffrage, since to exciude him on the ground 
of being aa Indian would be to exciude him be- 
cause of his race. 

However, a treaty enters largely into the 
Crow-Dog case. Ly the treaty of 1869 with the 
Sioux Nation, it was agreed that, if any bad 
men cume among them, and committed any 
wroug upon any. person, white, biack, or red, 
they would deliver ug tue wrong-doer to be 
tried and punished e to the lawsof the 
United States. lu as ent one of the many 
treaties with the Sioux. appruved Feb. 28, 1877, it 
was expressly provided that the provisions of 
the treaty I have mentioned above, except cer- 
tain uoim tant modifications, should con- 
tinue in full forve,and that the Indians them- 
selves 
“ SILALL BE SUBJECT TO THE LAWS OF THE 

UNITED STATES.” 


This treaty contained nothing limiting it to 
the right of protection directly. it is only by 
implication, aad by a certain rule of construc- 
uon, that the Sioux Indians, under the later 
provison, could be refused any other right of 
citizenship they might demand—bhbuving already 
— themselves under the authority of the 

overnment, and Congress having accepted 
them as amenable to its luws. 

The United States District Court decision I 
bave mentioned makes it a plain, straight, 
“square-toed’’ issue, that, where an Indian 
does not bold himself ameaabie to the laws of 
the United States, he cannot exercise the priv- 
lege or right of suffrage. That decision stands 
upon the text-books, sv far as I can learn. an 
ex position of the intent of Congress, until the 
present case. oudy decides that 
the Sioux Indians are under the authority of 
United States laws. On the sume reasoning as 
put put forth in Oregon, they may demand the 
right to yote. re is nutbing In the pbrase- 
ology of the treat to prevent a Sioux buck 
asking suffrage, and, 80 far as | know, nothing 
to prevent the exercise of that power.
